(Currently amended) A method according to claim 7, wherein the human recombinant DNAse 
I is administered at a dose of 0.15 mg/kg - wherein human recombinant DNAasc I (Domasc 
alpha) is used and it is parcntcrally introduced in doses 0,15 mg/kg -500 mg/kg of body weight 
daily fo rduring 5-360 days. 

9. (Currently amended) A method according to claim 1 wherein the administering trcatmcnt is 
carried out for the from a diagnosis of the cancer and to a r emaining term of the patient's life. 

10. (Currently amended) A method according to claim 1, further comprising parenterally 
administering to said patients further including a step of introducing a binding agent into said 
blood system, said binding agents binds said oxtracollular DNA, whoroin said binding agent is 
anti-DNA antibodies.
